TO THE EDITOR OF THE EVENING SUN, SIR: 

"The remarks in the "Our Yesterdays" column of your February 15 issue in roagard to 
‘the radio DxXers of 25 years ago were certainly interesting. I still have many 
clippings from the "Among the DXers" column as I was quite active as a distant rad- 

‘io listener myself, 

"Those were the days of many stations still using only 10 to 100 watts and to be 
able to log at least one station on each of the 10 kilocycles divisions betweeen 
550 and 1500 ke. in the course of a single night was considered a worthwhile feat. 
It was at least within the realm of possibility for a very zealous listener, with a 
good receiver, ahd location, to log every W station in the comtry. I think to. 
within about a dozen was the best I ever did, Today it would be a hopeless task. 
"Instead of 24-hour stations all over the dial, one could shoot for KGFJ, alos. . 
Angeles 10°-vatter that was about the first station to operate around the clock. It 
was then considered quite an engineering feat to keep it going full time. I never 
was fortunate enough to hear KGBU that the (then) 15-year-old Martin Haward heard, 
as mentioned in your recent column, but I finally did verify KYAR Fairbanks ‘ich 3 
heard only once, 4:01-4:08 a.m. January 13, 1947. It was still tye day before in T 
Alaska, 

"Doubtless other old-timers will remember KYW which was in Chicago until 1935, when 
the call was transferred to Philadelphia, and now, 21 yeers later, on February 13, 
it was moved to Cleveland, replacing the old standby, TAM,

Most DxXers desire to confirm stations that they have heard, either 
‘or their self-satisfaction or for proof to 'doubting-Thomases! that 
they have actually heard the station. Ths first part of this article 
vill attempt to ontline what material should be contained in a recept- 
ion report to obtain maximum replies and the second part will contain 
MW tips that will be of value especially to the newer DxXers. 

Reception reports should normally be addressed to the Chief Eng- 
ineer of the station unless the name of some other official is known, 
such as listed on DX Specials or Verie Signers list. The address for 
the station should be as complete and up-to-date as possible. This is 
rarticularly true for foreien stations, Consult the International DX 
Digest for ‘Latest address changes reported there, 

The introductory pa racraph of the report should mention the stat- 
tion's call or identification, the stationts frequency, date of recept- 
‘on, and type of pvrogram(frequency creck, equipment test, regular sked, 
MM special, fund raising, etc.). It should request a verification of 
reception if the program data agrees with the station log. Under no. 
circumstances should a report'demand! a verification or reply. It is 
a courtesy of the station to reply to listener's réports, not an 
obligation. 

A program log should follow. It should be set up something 
similar to the followang exainple: 

Program details; Eastern Standard Time 
0100 AM Announcement, "This is Radio Station WZ2Z, East Podunk 
(or 1:00 AM) present ing tHarly Birds Show'. Music on record." 
if desired)

Jonment s on above example: The reporting time should be clearly stated, 
f "daylight! time ts fn use, instead of 'standard' time, it shold be. 

bere stated. Use the time zone of the station if announced or 
known. The station staff shovld not have to figure time conversion 
out. The method of reporting time is optional, The 24-hour clock 
system is preferred by this writer as it is used by a large number of 
stations, is understood by almost anyone having had military service, 
and helps distinsuish between morning and night. In case of reports 
co countries other than Canada, Mexico, and Cuba it is best to include 
JMT as well as the station's time or your local time. The p¥oper 
conversion is as follows: 

O100 ESP 2400 CST(or 0000) 2800 MST 2200 PST all are O600GMT 
9400 EST 0300 CST 0200 MST 0100 PST -all are O900 GH" 
Time should be given as accurately as you can determine by your clock. 
Time to the nearest haif-minute is desirable. Your clock should be 
checked regularly with Wiv if possible, otherwise with time sipnals on 
live network programs or with the telephone company's time of day 
service although the latter is often off as much as three minutes, 

For report material, concentrate on announcements and spot advert- 
isements. These are generally retained word-by-word in the station's 
log. This is done on sponsored programs to prove to the sponsor how 
his product was advertised and also to protect the station from poss- 
ible liability or slander suits. Many a verification hinges upon 
copying a portion of an announcement correctly. 

The next item may come as a c..ock to many veteran DXers, but few 
stations log titles of selections played. Occasionally a station pres- 
enting a DX program will keep a log of selections presented, -Stations 
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eenerally note in their logs for 15 minute periods the type of mustie 
ovesented such she JO Stafford songs, Hddie Arnold music, dance music, 
symphony music, Therefore, a DXers attention should be concentrated 
on announcements rater than trying to recall the title of an unannoun- 
ced selection. 
A third part of the repoPt contains: reception data ‘which can be 

of interest to, the station if comvlete enough or 1if.1t points, out infor 
mation which may be of assistance to the station. The first item shou” 
ia be an honest report of the station's readability and signal strength 
Don't be afraid to give them poor readability or strength reports if 
“ they actually exist. A sharp engineer can deduct that from .your pro- 

Aram data, Two systems of revorting signal strength are commonly usec. 
The most widely used is the RST system. Tone reports (T) apply only 
to code sgipnais and are not cantained in BCB rece;.tion reports,

recommended, It is the 5 x 5 or G™K-GSA system, 

DXers who are fortunate to own a communications receiver with an 
"sg" meter only have to lock at the meter to determine the station's 
Signal streneth in the RST system. Otter -DxXers will have to establish 
oy ear tveir own levels for the AS? reporting system. Local signals 
in the RST stetem will usually be S9 plus. Some receivers have "8S" 
meters calibrated in db. readines above the S9 level. The RST svstem 
is used by amateur radio operators and station personnel are frequent]: 
amateurs as wall as commercial operators, 

If possible give the stations signal strength in comparison with 
another stationein the same area being received at the: same time. It 
is always of interest to the station. 

Fading is another important item for the report. Several numer~- 
teal or alphebetical systerns have been devised by Dxers and Radio Club: 
but these are totally unknown to station personnel and should not be 
used. Such descriptions as 'slight fading, occasional fading, heavy 
fading! should be used. Fading frequently occurs on a periodic or 
cvelic basis, particularly on foreign DX stations Fades often occur 
in 5 minute cycles. If this occurs, .% should be. reported. It will 
often explain why certain program data was missed due to fadine, 

Static is another item to be reported. It is best to use the 
word 'statie! and not the term @RN as tre latter expression is not too 
well known, Again, wors such as 'tslight, moderate, heavy, severe 
enough to cover voice, etc.!' sould be used, . 

‘Interference should aLee be pointed out. Like static, use the wor 
Interference, not QRM. State thie type, electrical(man made by electric: 
devices) or station interference. Tell if it is continuous, intermit- 
tent, slight, moderate, or heavy, If it originates from another stat- 
ion, "tell whether from music, spe ch, or tone and identify the inter- 
fering st.tion if possible. Stations on ad‘tacent channels Frequent ly 
cause 'slop-over!, inform the station if this occurs. 

Give your local weather conditions, ie, fair, rain, snow,overcast. 
windy, calm, thunderstorms in vicinity. Give the actual temperature if 
available, othery: ge. estimate it. Weatler reports on radio or in your 
local paper serve as good estimates. Storms often. account for nigh 
static levels, wh'le snow.on the ground often brings unusually fine 


--meception conditions. 
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Give your receiver and antema, It is often of interest to mentior 
the number of tubes in your receiver. The length, height, and direct- 
ion of vour antenna should be given. If 4a ground is used,it sould be 
mentioned although a description is unnecessary. 

Other inrormtion of interest to the station includes: informatior 
conceming any observed deviations in the station's assipned frecuency 
end any frecuency variation during tests. On the latter point, be sure 
your receiver is not drifting before reporting a station's frequency 
98 drifting. The quality of modulation is of interest to the station, 
although they have their own modulation indicators, Report any signs 
of hum or distortion, or unexvected breaks in speech that might be 
caused by defective equipment. If the station is using tone modulation 
on tieir tests, five the frequency of the audio tone if possible, 
Commonly used audio frequencies are hed aod: 600 and 1000 cycles per 
second, Mention if the tone is of constant frequency, a group of fre- 
quencies, or variable over a wide audio range. 

A few words of appreciation to 9 stution putting on a DX special 
are most aprropriate. Also any other comments which might be of inter- 
est to the station personnel, such as a visit you ma y have made to the 
town wheve the station is located. 

Be sure to give your name and address, It is surprising how many 
reports are received by stations without the sender's complete name 
and address, It helps the National Radio Club, especially the CPC, to 
mention your club affiliation. Me’:e your letter as legible as possible 
regardless of the method of writing. Reports should be written and 
mailed as soon as possible after reception of the station. Many DXers 
believe in getting their reports in the mail within 24 hours of recept. 

Be sure to enclose return postare with your reports. Sufficient 
postace for first class reply is recommended although postal card 
replies are perfectly acceptable. Self-adjressed stamped envelopes of- 
ten help in obtaining replies. Canadian stamps can frecuently be ob- 
tained from fellow club members, For other countries, International 
Reply Coupons cin be used. Yowever, it is usually cheaper bah use post- 
age stamps of the country reported. They can be obtained through stamp 
dealers, The correct amount -of postace for foreion reports: can be ob- 
tained from Fred VanVoorhees International Log. 

There are two schools of thought regarding use of report forms 
versus individual letters. Report forms are more convenient and quicke 
to fill out. However, individual letters convey a bit of the wkiter's 
personality. Each DxXer must make his own choice, 

Prepared cards enclosed with reports are often the only means of 
receiving a reply from certain stations, Tnucse are made out with your 
name and address on one side and a text similar to the following éxam- 
ple on the other;

It is.a good »ractice to inciude prepared cards when you send 
stations follow-up reports. Follow-up reports are sent after allowing 
the initial report a week or two time at the station plus mailing time 
both to and from the station. A minimum of three weeks whould be allow 
ed and 3 to 6 months before sending follow-ups is common. It is a com- 
mon fault of gq new DxXer to become impatient and send out follow-ups 
‘too soon after the original report. This writer prefers to wait until 
the slack summer season before sending follow-ups unless the verie is 
needed for a contest. 
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The length of reception reported depends larsely upon conditions, 
A widely accepted rule-of-thumb law is reception of at: least 15 minutes 
or three selections and announceme ts. Of course, this is impossible on 
many sign ons or when stations sim: off unexpecté&dly. 

Tentative reports are acceptable provided the DxXer states that the 
letter is solely an inauiry as to whether the station was carrying the 
program data contained in the report. No tentative revort should be 
written as a positive report or be demnding. Stations receiving 
diemanding reports of tentative data frequently refuse to acknowledge 
reports from all Dxers. Please help avoid creating any such situations 
if you send tentative reports. (Publisnerts note) The NRC report forms 
jo not take tentative reports into consideration as they state very 
definetly 'I am pleased to report reception of your station! If you. do 
send tentative reports and use WRC report forms then strike this part 
of the report out. (Hal Wagner

government owned and thit ineludes most of the stations out of the 
Americas. Ks government stations, they are involved in the usual red 
tape, censorship, etc. and their program schedules to the thhnutest 
detail are known and apporoved weeks in advance, everal ycars ago I 
had a copy of a weekly Paris newspaper that listed the programs of all 
the main Westerm Europe transmitters. Within the past month I have 
recoived copies of the New Zcaland Listener and the Australian Radio 
Call, both woskly tabloids carryi>s radio programs for a week in advane 
The Listener for the N.Z. stations and the Call for the Aussie 5ts,

even quarter or half hour. Reporting foreign stations is not hopeless, 
During the past week or so 1YZ has been heard 4 or 5 times, each time 
it has been casy to pick out some definite item which would serve to 
confirm reception. Items noted are time announcements, names of local 
people in news items and sporting news, names of the cast in plays, 
weather reports, the make of the rocords used during a part of the 
program,-otc,. .But most certs ‘inly, foreign stations need very detailed 
réports if we are to gst verte s from them, (Hal Wagner) 
Neither Norm or I intend to set ousclvces up as 'Know- -it-alls!, Your 
comments and additionsl ideas will be gratefully rocsived.
